The service-connected death 
of a World War II or Korean 
conflict veteran may entitle his 
widow to a GI loan, even if the 
veteran had obtained a GI loan 
before he died. 

The statement was issued to- 
day by L. V. McClelland, Of- 
ficer in Charge of the Veterans 
Administration Office in Belle 
Glade. 

However, he added, if the 
widow herself is an eligible 
veterari, she accrues no addi- 
tional GI loan rights because 
of her husband's death. 

Widows of World War II or 
Korea veterans whose death 
was service-connected, also may 
obtain direct loans from VA in 
those areas eligible for direct] 
loans. 

Direct loans, McClelland said, 
are obtainable for the purchase 
jof a home or farmhouse. The 
law does not authorize direct 
business loans. 

GI applications from widows, 
based on their husbands’ death 
as a result of World War II 
service, must be made by July 
25, 1958. For Korean conflict 
Belle | eligibility, loans must be made 
before February 1, 1965, Mc- 
Clelland said.
